NON-ENGLISH INFORMATION 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 

presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 

about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 

is not in the English language: 

1. German Patent Application No. DE 196 53 796 published June 25, 1998 
discloses: The airbag has intermediate seams and built-in rods. These are arranged so that when 
the airbag is inflated it is deployed in the shape of a fan around a pivot point which is common 
for the intermediate seams and rods. When the airbag is inflated the radially extending seams 
limit the extent of the airbag perpendicular to the plane of the fan. The rods are attached to the 
airbag by the intermediate seams. 
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
